This is a renewed Petition under 37 CFR 1 .137(b), filed in response to a Decision 
dismissing a Petition filed by Applicant under 37 CFR § 1.137(b) ("the original Petition") on 
September 7, 2004, requesting revival of the above-identified application. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to reply in a timely 
manner to the final Office Action mailed April 10, 2000, which set a shortened statutory period 
for reply of three months. The application became abandoned on July 11, 2000. A Notice of 
Abandonment was mailed by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("USPTO") on January 17, 
2001. As noted above, Applicant filed the original Petition on September 7, 2004. 

On September 23, 2004, the USPTO mailed a Decision dismissing the original Petition. 

According to the Decision: 

In the instant case, petitioner, no later than January 17, 2001 was 
aware (or should have been aware) that a petition to revive was 
necessary. Therefore, in addition to a statement that the entire 
delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply 
until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.137(b) 
was unintentional, petitioner must provide a showing as to: (1) the 
date that petitioner first became aware of the abandonment of the 
application; (2) how any delay between the mailing of the Notice 
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of Abandonment and petitioner's discovery of the abandoned 
status of the application occurred; and (3) the cause of any delay 
between petitioner's discovery of the abandoned status of the 
application and the filing of a petition to revive. See 37 CFR 



In response to the Decision, Applicant submits herewith a "Statement of Facts Regarding 
Unintentional Abandonment" ("Statement of Facts"), setting forth the facts regarding the 
abandonment and the period between the abandonment and the filing of the original Petition. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the Statement of Facts satisfies the showing required 
under 37 CFR 1.137(b). Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the instant renewed 
Petition be granted and that the above-identified application be revived.

However, Mr. Colombier's 
letter incorrectly recited Pennie & Edmonds' reference number "No. 2988-644", 
which was Pennie & Edmonds' reference number for the above-identified 
application, not the reference number for the '829 application . In other words, 
Mr. Colombier's letter recited the correct serial number but the incorrect reference 
number. 

5. In a memorandum dated April 3, 2003 and directed to their reference 
number No. 2988-644 (no U.S. Serial No. indicated), Pennie & Edmonds stated 
"please take no action as to this case. The client decided to abandon the case." A 
copy of this memorandum is enclosed as "Attachment B". 

6. The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("the USPTO") mailed an Office 
Action in connection with the above-identified application on April 10, 2000. 
The Office Action recited Pennie & Edmonds Reference No. 2988-644. Pennie & 
Edmonds did not respond to the Office Action. 

7. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed by the USPTO in connection with 
the above-identified application on January 1 7, 2001 .
